Painting the Modern Garden: Monet to Matisse boasts over 100 works, the exhibition looks broadly 
and deeply at the garden theme in modern art through paintings by Claude Monet and fellow 
Impressionists, Post-lmpressionists, and avant-garde artists of the twentieth century. A centerpiece of 
the exhibition is the reuniting of Monet’s great Water Lilies (Agapanthus) triptych depicting the artist’s 
water garden at Giverny. The Cleveland Museum of Art is the ONLY U.S. venue for this 
exhibition. 


Tickets for Painting the Modern Garden: Monet to Matisse are $18 for adults; seniors and college 
students $16; children ages 6-17 $9; children 5 and under are free. Museum members free; member 
guests $9.
